The production of livestock having already become one of: the 
largest sources of revenue for Georgia farmers, it is with great 
interest that the people of this state watch developments in the 
current hearing before Interstate Commerce Commissioner John 
L. Rogers on the question of reducing freight rates on meat 
products shipped from southern packing houses. 

It will be recalled that approximately a year ago, the ICC 
reduced southern livestock shipment rates to.the northern sched- 
ule, a long-overdue action which is already resulting in increased 
interest in livestock production in this area. 


The truth of the matter, however, is that, inasmuch as there 
is still a differential of some 25 per cent in southern and eastern 
rates on dressed meat products, southern livestock interests are 
still being discriminated against. And badly so.

Congressional Duty 

The bill by Senator Russell, of Georgia, which would deny 
executive agencies funds unless they had been specifically appro- 
priated by congress, is, actually, a move to restore to congress a 
right which it should never have relinquished in the first place. 

The representatives of the people, in the congress, constitute 
the only authority which should be empowered to establish 
agencies which are able to regulate the lives of the people throug 
directives or regulations which have the power of law. 

Of course, in time of the war, the executive, necessarily, is 
granted extraordinary powers in this respect. However, the Russell 
bill meets this situation by permitting operation of any agency 
created by executive order for one year. It is only after such 
agencies have been in operation for twelve months that congréss 
must directly provide the funds for their maintenance. 


The bill would thus cut «ff funds from all executive ‘agencies 
one year or more old, if conyress did not approve of their purpose, 
actions or personnel. 

There is no quesfion but that the executive, in creating agencies 
which have, more and more, assumed the prerogative of public 
control, was moved by the highest purpose, but there is, on the 
other hand, little Goubt that some of these agencies have tended 
to assume far more authority than they should. 

The people will fee] much more secure in their enjoyment of 
free, representative, democratic government if congress holds 
firmly to its right to make the laws and also places a curb on a 
tendency to execessive bureaucratic control which has been 
evidenced in this country in recent years.

Uncle Sam is no longer alarmed regarding a wool shortage; 
he now has a stockpile of 330,000,000 pounds of foreign wool and 
the 1944 crop of approximately 460,000,000 pounds will be ready 
early this summer.

Editor, Constitution: Your edi- 
torial, ‘More Money for Teach- 
ers,” in the March 1 issue, de- 
serves the thoughtful considera- 
tion of every citizen interested in 
Georgia’s welfare. It is an accu- 
rate, clear-cut statement of the 
most serious problem now facing 
state and local school authorities. 


Higher salary schedules offered 
by other states, private industries 
and government agencies have 
lured 9,903 white and 4,205 Negro 
teachers from Georgia schools in 
the past three years. That’s a loss 
of 61 per cent of our public school 
teachers! 


They have been replaced, in 
part, by 12,215 new and inexpe- 
rienced teachers. Between June 
30, 1942, and June 30, 1943, the 
number of white teachers without 
college training employed in our 
schools increased from 574 to 
1,348. 

Unless some way is found to 
pay better salaries, many schools 
will not be able to reopen next 
fail for lack of teachers. 

Here is just one example of the 
competition we have to face in 
trying to get and keep competent 
teachers: In North Carolina, the 
state salary schedule for college- 
trained white teachers ranges 
from $116 to $153 a month. Teach- 
ers with master’s degrees receive 
up to $170 a month. All are now 
getting $20 a month bonus. 

In Georgia, the starting salary 
for teachers in the same classifi- 
cations is $87.50, and the maxi- 
mum $100. 

In North Carolina, local schools 
supplement the salaries paid by 
the state, just as they may do in 
Georgia. But, in North Carolina, 
there is no limit on the local tax 
levy for educational purposes, 
while we in Georgia are restricted 
under our constitution. 

The state teacher salary sched- 
ule in every state bordering Geor- 
gia is higher than ours. 

Georgia teachers are loyal to the 
profession and to their local school 
systems, but rising costs of living 
compel them to take advantage of 
employment opportunities in oth- 
er states and other fields of serv- 
ice. 

Your stand on this vital ques- 
tion is appreciated by the educa- 
tional forces of Georgia.

All Our Presidents 
Are Well Hobbled 


This is one of those second-chapter pieces on 
the presidency, pointing out that the President 
of the United States—any President—is bound 
within many, many limits and is at no time the 
master of the congress or the judiciary. 
There are many limitations on a President. He is limited by the 
interplay of the institutions, particularly congress and the courts. 


He is limited by the division of powers which the Constitution 
imposes and the interpretation of thosé powers by the court. 


He is specifically limited by the fact that he must conciliate his 
party since, if he gets too far ahead of it, he will be defeated in 
any policy measure. 

He is limited by the fact that the Constitution requires him to 
initiate policy but leaves it to congress to enact that policy. 

There are many other limitations. 

Only a very great man, or a great man with a war emergency 
or a chaotic economic emergency, may be able to bring enough 
public opinion to bear to suspend some of the limitations of the 
system. But they always are restored and may at any time be 
restored. 

The President moves always in a relatively small free area. 
That is true if he decides to have but one term. President Polk, 
who announced he would offer for but one term, laments in his 
diary, about midway of his term: 

“With a large nominal majority in both houses, I am practically 
in a minority. The several cliques and sections of the Democratic 
party are manifestly more engaged in managing for their respective 
favorites in the next presidential election than they are in support- 
ing the government in prosecuting’ the (Mexican) war, or in carry- 
ing out any of its great measures. The only corrective is in the 
hands of the people.” 


NO DICTATOR The fear of those who see an abolition of 

congress or a dictatorship is not founded on 
fact. It neglects the fact that the whole framework of American 
government makes it-impossible. 

It is up to the voters to decide which man and what policy they 
want. A President of the United States is absolutely helpless to 
change this government unless the people, finding it intolerable, 
cause congress—not the President—so to do. 

Even the tremendous pressure of Mr. Roosevelt’s influence was 
able to obtain for Senator Alben Barkley but a one-vote majority 
for majority leader at a time when Mr. Roosevelt was able to steer 
his policy through congress without much trouble. The public was 
behind that policy. Ergo, he got it done. 

In considering the government—our government—it is not valid 
thinking to come to believe the President is a powerful man able 
to circumvent congress or the courts. He is a very limited execu- 
tive. His policy depends completely on public support. Congress 
follows him only when congress believes it must. 

The Founding Fathers required of the 


RESS CAN’T 
CONG President that he initiate policy—that he 


be the one man charged with planning for the nation. 

Congress can’t. As one historian put it, our congress is the 
congress of a continent rather than of a country, in the European 
sense of the word. 

Because of the vast size of this nation, and its widely divergent 
interests, a congressman is compelled to think in sectional terms, 
rather than in national terms. He has to think of his particular 
area and its needs. 

A senator from the silver states of the west would not support 
a national policy which favored gold. A congressman from the 
cotton states would not vote to penalize cotton and promote another 
fabric. 

It was more or less meant. that congressmen represent their 
special areas. 

It was not so meant for the senators. They were supposed to 
be above representing local businesses, corporations or constituents, 
But today, aside from a handful of senators, they, too, are re- 
garded as representing special areas. 

The Constitution requires the President to plan on a nation- 
wide basis. He is the only one so authorized. 

His job—within severely restricted limits—is to know enough not 
to get too far ahead of the people. Without them his plans go for 
naught. 

Mr. Roosevelt, I think, was appealing to the people in his veto 
message. Whether he was ahead of them or whether they are with 
him is yet to be determined. 

Certainly Barkley cleared the atmosphere. 

But, the President is not—and has never been—master of 


congress.

They Were Longest 
Six Miles-of All 


It. was midwinter in Ontario, quite a lot of 
ears ago. 
j My ob was supervisor of butterfat produc- 


tion tests for Holstein-Friesian cows. Had been 

testing some of these cattle on a farm a few miles out of Brock- 
ville for more than a month. And, just a few days before that test 
was done, got orders from headquarters to proceed, without delay, 
to the next test. On a farm six miles away from a little village 
named Mountain View. Which, in its turn, was 16 miles southeast 


of Ottawa. 

Now. when conducting such a test, it is impossible to leave the 
farm. Cows under test are milked every six hours, night and day, 
and the test supervisor has to be present at each milKing. 

So, after long weeks on a snowbound farm, I was getting fear- 
fully hungry for city bright lights and a little relaxation among 
the fleshpots. , 

I started, obediently and. properly, for Mountain View, taking 
the train at Brockville. My intentions were good but I kept think- 
ing of Ottawa, of a good hotel and, perchance, a good show, And 
so, when we reached Mountain View, I stayed on the train, paid 
the extra fare and traveled the other 16 miles into the Canadian 
capital. 

It was a Friday night, I recall. 

Went to the hotel and saw the good show. 
with DeWolf Hopper starred. 

Train to take me back to Mountain View was scheduled to leave 
at 8 a. m. that Saturday morning. ' 


SNOW, TONS OF IT But it snowed, heavily, during the night. 


By daybreak the streets were covered 
with a foot or more of newly fallen snow. Streetcars nor hacks 
were running. Few pedestrians, even, were out, 

But I had to get that train. If I didn’t get to Moutain View 
in a hurry my hookey playing would be exposed. 

So I left most of my baggage at the hotel, carried the case 
containing the necessary instruments for the. milk tests, stuffed 
some extra socks, a razor, etc., in my overcoat pockets, and started 
to walk, plowing through the heavy snow, to the depot. + 

I got there and boarded the train, but found it a strangely lone- 
some place. I was the only passenger. The conductor said they 
expected to try to move, but doubted if the snow would permit. 


We moved out of the depot about 9 o’clock, behind two locomo- 
tives that pushed a big snow plow ahead. We reached Mountain 
View—16 miles—about 1 o'clock. And, just beyond that station, 
in a deep cutting, the weight of the snow lifted one locomotive off 
the tracks and they had to leave it and the snow plow there and 
go back to Ottawa. 


But I stayed,

er local option election, which 
meant almpst all the business for the section was going to another 
town, some ten miles away, that had voted wet. 

The Mountain View hotel keeper had been proprietor of the best 
bar in town. He also operated the livery stable. And local option 
had ruined his hotel business, his bar and his livery. And he was 
not in any good humor, ever. . . 

There was almost no heat in the hotel, where I shivered from 
Saturday to Tuesday. He wouldn’t let a horse leave his stable 
until the roads were braken by some other animals. And even the 
farmers were staying close at home. 

So, on the Tuesday morning, I borrowed a pair of snowshoes 
and set out for the farm which was my destination. 

The snow covered the fence tops, in places. And plodding on 
snowshoes is not easy, when you are not often in the habit of 
using them. 

That was the longest six miles I ever saw. I’d ask “how far” 
by shouting to some farmhouse and they’d tell me, “Four miles 
more.” And I’d plod on for an hour and then, at some other farm 
home, repeat my question and the answer would, in all likelihood, 
be “Four miles.” And I’d give devout thanks I was at least hold- 
ing my own and plod on. 

I got there, eventually. Stayed there three weeks making the 
butterfat tests. But, every day, had fierce, wild headaches. For 
the frost had gotten into the back of my head, between the edge of 
the astrakhan cap and the coat collar. And it was not until after 
I returned to the city that I finally found a cure. 

But few men have paid a higher price than I did, that week- 
end in a cold hotel at Mountain View, and on that six-mile snow- 
shoe hike, for one night in town and one performance of a musical 
comedy, regardless of how good it was.

As an item of 
the new propaganda, recent issue 
of The Pilot contained a picture 
of a group of licensed Merchant 
Marine officers, not members of 
the NMU, and some enlisted sail- 
ors for whom the merchant men 
had given a dinner in New York.

However, the basic conduct of 
the union’s inner affairs has not 
changed and Curran announced 
at a recent meeting that he and 
the other officials henceforth 
would not bother with the formal- 
ity of trials of sailors charged 
with “racketeering,” which means 
anything displeasing to the ruling 
group.

“nail the ship owners to the wall.”

REA Head Charges Attempts 
To Oust Him Stem From Politics 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—Another cause celebre in the long 
standing struggle for power between the President and senate was 
recently brought to light when Harry Slattery, Rural Electrification 
administrator, told a senate committee that the White House three 
times had endeavored to force him to resign. 


Ever since the supreme court, in its famous Humphrey decision 
in 1934, denied President Roosevelt's right to fire heads of inde- 
pendent agencies of the government, congress has jealously guarded 
the backhanded administrative power thus conveyed to it. 


Former Senator George W. Norris, of Nebraska, proud father of 
the REA, was specially careful to protect it from executive dicta- 
tion. First, he wrote into the law a strict injunction against those 
who might think of making political use of the agency. Secon ys 
he fixed the term of the administrator at ten years, with the avo ed 
purpose of having him outlast the President who named him. At 
that time, of course, Senator Norris wasn’t thinking in terms of a 
third, and much less a fourth, presidential term.y 


Now. Mr. Slattery relates, the administration, being unable to 
control his actions, is trying to drive him out. Beginning on June 
17, 1943, he says, Jonathan Daniels, executive assistant to the Presi- 
dent, three times approached him. First, Daniels asked Slattery to 
resign “because of ill health.” Two weeks later he came back to 
suggest that if Slattery resigned he would be appointed to an equally 
lucrative job in England, “presumbaly to advise the British how 
to rebuild bombed-out power plants.” 


Finally, Slattery said, he was called to the White House last 
Thursday, to have Daniels lay before him a letter of resignation, 
ready for his signature, stating that he was quitting because of @ 
desire to be relieved from the pressures he was under. 


Slattery said his answer to each of these overtures was that he 
would not “resign under fire.” 


SIGNIFICANT The significant circumstance in all this is that 

Slattery, by carrying his complaint to the sen- 
ate, has both invited that body’s intervention and flouted President 
Roosevelt’s authority. The latter, it would seem, scarcely can fail 
to accept the challenge by attempting a forcible ouster of Slattery. 


And if he adopts this course it is a foregone conclusion that the 
senate will resist him (1) by carrying Slattery’s case to the courts, 
just as it did in the Humphrey case, and (2) by refusing to confirm 
any appointment the President nyvey make in succession to Slattery.

The REA controversy, ,on its merits, is strictly a scrap among 
New Dealers. Mr. Slattery and His chief supporter, Judson King, 
have been devoting their lives to promoting of government de- 
velopment and ownership of electric power facilities for 30 years. 
And throughout his administration President Roosevelt has seemed 
to be just as devoted to this conception. 


As Mr. Slattery avers, his trouble began when he blocked «a 
move, initiated by an ex-congressman from Arkansas, Clyde T,. 
Ellis, and backed by Robert B. Craig, a deputy administrator to 
the REA, to turn that agency into a giant political machine. The 
idea, as outlined by witnesses before the senate committee, was 
to extend the co-operatives, established for distribution of electric 
power to millions of rural users, into numerous other lines of busi- 


ness and political activity. 


DAUGHERTY HIS TUTOR John A. Becker, a former Wis- 
consin state director of Rural 

Electrification, has testified that Craig boasted that his political 

tutor was Harry Daugherty, leader of the famous Ohio gang. 


Craig told him, Becker said, that the co-operatives would be set 
up in such a manner as to allow a certain percentage of sales for 
campaign purposes and declared that with 4,000,000 votes and sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars in campaign funds, he would main- 
tain in public office enough friends that even the devil could not 


hurt him. 


After this Becker statement was. made public by Mr. King last 
spring, Craig resigned from the REA, but instead of settling the 
situation this was only the beginning of Mr. Slattery’s troubles. 
As he told the senate committee, Secretary of Agriculture Claude 
R. Wickard has gradually stfipped him of so much authority that 
he is now an administrator in name only. Specifically, Slattery 
said, the man put in to override him was William J. Neal, a de- 
feated Democratic candidate for Governor of New Hampshire, who 
was appointed by the President as deputy administrator of REA 
after Mr. Craig resigned. 


Rea, Slattery declared, started “going down hill” the moment 
it was changed from a separate agency to an adjunct of the Agri- 
cultural Department and it has been losing ground ever since. The 
one thing that would save it, he said, was for congress to step in 
and restore its independent status. 


Unless he is removed, Mr. Slattery’s tenure will extend until!

Lordosis is just a fancy name 
for swayback, that exaggerated 
incurve at the small of the back. 
You may not know you have it. 
But if your hips jut out in a bus-

‘at not being able to find a girdle 


to hold you flat in front, you 


probably have lordosis. 


Here is a way to gauge how bad 
it is: Stand with your back against 
the wall. (You have to pull up 
and in with the lower abdominal 
muscles to do it.) There should 
be just room enough between the 
small of your back and the wall 
to slip the flat of your hand. If 
there is a gap that will accommo- 
date your fist, you are away out 
of line and are in need of specific

Wash beans and soak overnight. 
Drain, rinse and simmer in water 
to cover until skins loosen. Drain, 
mix with seasonings and place in 
casserole or bean pot with meat 
that has been scored. Add bean 
water to cover, put on close-fitting 
cover and bake in slow oven, 300 
degrees, about six hours, adding 
bean water to keep moist as neces- 
sary. Uncover beans last half 
hour of cooking time to brown 
bacon, Serve beans with crusty 
bread, French or pumpernickel, 
and a bowlful of tossed green 
salad and small green unions or 
crisp. pickles. Beans may be 
cooked in individual bean pots in- 
stead of a large one. 

CANNED SOYBEANS 

Canned soy beans have recently 
come to our grocery. shelves. 
These are quite inexpensive and 
should prove useful to meal plan- 
ners because they are already pre- 
cooked, and these save time and 
fuel. Here’s a recipe for baking

BAKED SOYBEANS 

2 No. 2 cans soybeans, drained. 

1 medium onion, minced. 

1 cup diced celery. 

2 teaspoons salt. 

14 teaspoon pepper. 

2 tablespoons molasses. 

4 tablespoons brown sugar. 

14 teaspoon dry mustard. 

% cup catsup. 

6 tablespoons bacon fat, melted. 

Mix ingredients and bake in 
slow oven, 300 degrees, for three 
hours or longer. If too moist after 
three hours, remove cover and in- 
crease heat for another half hour.
